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Continuation of 1 1 , does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It was not persuasive in that the proposed 
change to Kenna would have only required a slight change in diameter of the insertion element in order to meet the claim requirement that 
the stem has a slightly larger diameter than the axial channel. Furthermore, argument that the nose couldn't be inserted or that a total 
redesign would be required is not required by Kenna to met the claims because only a slight change in diameter is required by the claim 
languge to be met. It is well known to make a snug fit between parts as a means to hold them together as demonstrated by Draenert and 
Nicholson. 
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
